The result of the “anol é is the con- 
clusion that the only subjects which 
can be taught with advantage through }, 
Irish are needlework and singing, and 
these are exceptions only because both 
subjects can be taught with the mini- 
mum of language, its place being taken 
largely by self-explanatory signs and 
actions. 


POINTS 


As a result of the inquiry and the points 
made by those replying, the Committee 
suggests ;-—— 

(1) That greater cognisance must he 
taken of views of the parents on, and their 
attitude to. this problem. 

(2) That in the infants’ standards lessons 
in Irish and the home language should alter- 
nate, and chat greater use of the home 
language to explain the second language 
should be allowed. 

(3) That there should be a reiurn to the 
vernacular as the medium of teaching

Irish spelling, and the simplification and 
standardisation of Irish grammatical forme.

(6) That the school leaving age should be 
raised to at least fifteen years, so as to 
allow for.greater concentration on Oral Irish 
in the first six years of school life, the three 
later years to bo taken Advantage ‘of for the 
development of written Irish, 

Announcing that the great bulk of eyvi- 
dence supports the view that a smooth and 
easy educative process, imposing compara- 
tively little strain on the child, and making 
his life in school a happy one, is extremely 
difficult in a language other than his home 
language. even with the -brighter pupils, 
and next to impossible with those of 
average or slow mentality, the report de- 
scribes sc hool life for the average child as

While minority view favoured the use 
Fof Irish in the infant standards purely in 
the interests of language revival, virtuall 

half the minority while — that Irish 

would undoubtedly benefit from its continual 
use, expressed the opinion that other things 

would suffer. and that the non-vernacular 
would be a effective as an instrument for 
mental development, and the general field 
of opportunity for character formation and 
moral training would . be , considerably 
narrowed. 

The use of Irish in the teaching of 
arithmetic is condemned on the ground that 
the same benefit is not derived from instruc- 
tion through Irish as there would be if 
English had been used. ' There is not the 
same ready reproduction of arithmetical 
tables; there is not an equal grasp of 
numerical processes; and it ig well-nigh im- 
possible to deal effectively with arithmetical 
problems.” It was stressed, with regard to 
arithmetic in the higher standards, that it 
became increasingly impossible to cover the 
programme and to give arithmetical instruc- 
tion in accordance with the Department's 
requirements as one advanced through the 
standards. Virtually 62 per cent. of the 
replies in thig section asserted that to en- 
able them to deal with the subject 
“hr ae a had to have recourse to 
bilingual teaching, showing that even 
among teachers who use Irish as the medium 
of instruction in the senior standards there 
is a general tendency to fall back on the 
vernacular to make good the deficiency in 
teaching arising from the use of the non 
vernacular, 

Many cases were cited of teachers who 
had used Trish as the medium of instruction 
in the junior and middie standards being 
compelied to change over to the home 
language when the senior division was 
reached. The opinions held hy teachers who 
had used Trish. n the teaching of arithmetic 

the arguments advanced in support of 
neha opinions, were almost equally common 
to the teachers who had used Irish to teach 
geometry and algebra. While comparatively 
little difienlty was experienced in teaching 
easy definitions and elementary ideas of 
geometry, and the early mechanical rules in 
algebra, when an effort was made to apply 
this knowledge to geometrical problems and 
to show algebra as generalised arithmetic, 
the second languace failed lamentably as a 
vehicle of instruction. “The vast bulk of 
evidence eubmitted to ns in the replies,” 
eays the report, “would go to show that 
oree the mechanical aspect of mathematical 
instruction is mastered further progress ix 
definitely hampered."

They recog- 
nise that theré are taany powerful influences 
operating outside the schools against that 
revival which are proving harmful and may 
eventually prove fatal, They wish to be 
free from the slightest suspicion of co- 
operating with these outside influences, and 
aro sincerely anxious that, inside the schools 
at least, thero should be nothing in their 
methods or curriculum that wouk 
support to the opposing forces without, 
desiro that the language revival in all its 
aspects gets a fair trial, and are ready 
and wilting to work to the utmost any 
method that will yield compensating results. 
They believe that no stereotyped plan or 
method will suit every school, every teacher, 
every class. They plead, therefore, for 

reater freedom for every teacher to devise 

is own methods and his own plan, and for 

greater sympathy and co-operation between 
those directing the system and the individual 
teacher. Wo hope that the report will be 
accepted as a contribution to the accelera- 
tion, not the retardation, of the Irish 
revival.”

URING the past week - there was a 
slight expansion in business on the 
Dublin Stock Exchange, and Irish 
securities continued to command the hulk 
of attention Interest was mostly confined 
to certain specialities, and wood . buying 
caused prices to advance.

Great 
Northern issues were well to the fore. and 
prices forged ahead. Towards the week- 
end some slight vrofit- taking resulted in a 
pause in the upward swing, but this was 
only to be expected in view of the recent 
advances.
